The j^reat effort to p ut man at p eace 
with his env ironment is a continuation 
of the mission of Jesus nearly 2,000 
v eurs ago. Men then were fearful as 
now. Materialism had calloused the 
sp irit. Anchors found no sure holding 
ground anywhere and p essimism was 
the luic. 
Jesus accented the sp irit, p romising 
that other good things would follow. 
He suggested that p eace of mind, the 
only real security that earth affords 
— so< ial or otherwise — would be one 
of the rewards. 
The Easter message is that the in­ 
div idual must striv e to be merciful, 
just and long-suffering. How else can 
man feed the sp irit and p romote good 
deeds until 
they 
arc 
the common 
p ractice of humankind? 
These thoughts had been imp lanted 
in the minds of men at the time of 
the first Easter. They astonished men 


of good will and angered those of bad 
will. 
Men of bad will p redominated and 
thus the first result was martyrdom. 
But out of martyrdom grew the central 
Easter message, that man by his good 
deeds surv iv es. 
The irreducible Easter thought is that 
man must hav e the same good will 
toward his neighbor as toward himself 
if lie is to surv iv e.

Men today may interp ret the story, 
and its wonders, in different ways.

The great effort to put man at peace 
with his environment is a continuation 
of the mission of Jesus nearly 2,000 
years ago. Men then were fearful as 
now. Materialism had calloused the 
spirit. Anchors found no sure holding 
ground anywhere and pessimism was 
the lute. 
Jesus accented the spirit, promising 
that other good things would follow. 
He suggested that peace of mind, the 
only real security that earth affords 
— social or otherwise — would be one 
of the rewards. 
The Easter message is that the in­ 
dividual must strive to be merciful, 
just and long-suffering. How else can 
man feed the spirit and promote good 
deeds until 
they 
arc 
the common 
practice of humankind? 
These thoughts had been implanted 
in tile minds of men at the time of 
the first Easter. They astonished men 


of good will and angered those of bad 
will. 
Men of bad will predominated and 
thus the first result was martyrdom. 
But out of martyrdom grew the central 
Easter message, that man by his good 
deeds survives. 
The irreducible Easter thought is that 
man must have the same good will 
toward his neighbor as toward himself 
if he is to survive.

Jesus 
dramatized that choice. It still con­ 
fronts a troubled world.

is distributing to municipal offi­ 
cials in hopes of containing in­ 
creasing vandalism. 
Youthful vandals, in fact, are 
causing more of an uproar in 
some elementary schools than 
their extremist older brothers 
are causing on college cam­ 
puses. And they don’t need 
crude bombs to do so; creative 
use of bands seems to be 
enough. 
The AIA quotes the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation as say­ 
ing that of more than 100,000 ar­ 
rests for vandalism, 77 per cent 
were juveniles under 18, and 
that the arrest volume was 
highest among 12 and 13-year- 
olds. 
What are the immediate re­ 
medies? 
The 
AIA recommends the 
“teaching of good citizenship in 
the schools, respect for person 
and property, and basic moral 
precepts.” It pleads for responsi­ 
ble action by involved students 
and community leaders. 
Nevertheless, the AIA recom­ 
mends policing also. 
These recommendations are 
based on the assumption that 
toe schoolroom is, quite literal-

WASHINGTON (A P ) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s economic policies 
have been given a boost on two 
fronts just as Congress’ Eco­ 
nomic Committee called for em­ 
phasis on avoiding a recession. 


Irving Trust Co. of New York 
announced Wednesday a reduc­ 
tion of the prime lending rate 
from 8’ 2 to 8 per cent—the first 
big bank to do so. It was fol­

America, the nation’s giant, and 
some—but not all—other major 
banks. 
The banking action came as 
the Labor Department reported 
the

showed its smallest rise in sev­ 
en months—an increase of one- 
tenth of one per cent. 
The preliminary Labor report 
for March indicated consumer

the British, all Arab aspirations

Arab dynastic state. 
At the end of World War I.

perience was coupled to a tribal

q _ My doctor is treating 
me for a heart condition which 
requires that I see him every 
3 months for a check-up. He 
charges $10 for each visit. I 
u n d e r s t a n d that Medicare 
cannot pay for my prescrip­ 
tions, but I also read that they 
do not pay for physical check­ 
ups. Will Medicare pay for any 
part of this? 
A — It is true that medical 
insurance 
does 
not 
pay for 
routine 
physical 
check-ups. 
However, those you describe 
are related to the treatment of 
your heart condition and would 
not be considered a routine 
physical check-up. 
Q — I have been covered 
under Medicare Part B since 
December 1966. I have never 
filed a claim for reimbursement 
of my doctor bills. Should I file 
now or wait until the end 
of 
the year? 
A — lf you have any bills 
for the period prior to 10-1-68, 
it is too late to file a claim 
on them. Bills incurred before 
October 1968 are no longer valid 
under 
Medicare.

with

Handbook, or may be obtained 
at any Social Security office. 
Q — I am planning my in­ 
surance and need to know if 
our children would be eligible 
for social security if my wife 
died. She worked before we 
were married and has had only 
a little work since then. 
A — lf your wife worked long 
enough to be 
insured, 
your 
children might be eligible for 
monthly benefits if your wife 
dies, reaches retirement age, or 
becomes disabled. They would 
be eligible if under 18, or if 
they were disabled before 18 or 
if they are between 18 and 22 
and attending school full time. 


q — Since the retirement age 
has been lowered to 62, why 
could they not pay full social 
security benefits at 62? 
A — The reason benefits are 
reduced at age 62 for workers 
and wives, is that by doing this 
the actual cost over a period 
of years remains about the 
same 
for 
those 
who 
take 
reduced benefits. If full benefits 
were paid at age 62, this would 
result in great additional cost 
and could not be done without 
a substantial increase in the tax 
rate.

This was regarded as the pri­ 
mary, tugging “Christocentric” 
impulse of the unity movement. 
He himself implored that his 
followers stick together so as to 
truly reflect his reality to man­ 
kind.

Thus, the unity effort was con­ 
sidered essentially a matter of 
obeying the will and nature of 
Christ; He was the author and 
source of the unity; the church­ 
es merely sought to respond to 
it.
